DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration filed on 1 0 August 2007 under 37 CFR 1.131 and supplemented in the 
remarks filed 29 January 2008 is sufficient to overcome the Bocionek reference. The new 
effective filing date of 15 January 2001 has been accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Pp. 6-8, filed 29 January 2008, with respect to the claims and 
prior filed affidavit have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-28 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant regarding the novelty and non-obviousness of the invention. 

5. The claims are drawn to a system of tabbing between multiple pages so that pages 
become hidden or visible as needed. At the time the invention was made, one of ordinary skill in 
the art would commonly use newly formed pages when tab switching, as opposed to hiding the 
inactive page. Therefore, the invention is novel and non-obvious.
